Moreover men who have always en- 
oyed a good measure of health get 
sadly mixed on symptoms, and any 
clinician with a grain 
of 
experience 
will recognize at once that the alleged 
symptoms are spurious.'

tricked by false professions of bad 
hearing than by any other method of 
deceit attempted by the draft "duck- 


The hearing tests are especially im- 
portant, for It might 
prove nothing 
short of a calamity to admit a man to 
service who misunderstood tho com- 
mands.

1 per cent hearing are very 
lust to everyone concerned; no one who 
cannot hear a whisper in a quiet room 
at 10 feet should be accepted. 
That 
,s a minimum which protects the sol- 
dier against shrpriso attacks, and below 
this limit the battlefield becomes a 
much more dangerous place 
than

really Is for tho normal man. 
In the examination of men claiming 
exemption from military service, it be- 
comes very Important to 
know 
the 
exact degree of hearing in the indi- 
vidual case. 
Many will claim deaf-

tically normal, and unless the exam- 
iner is very astute, a candidate gifted 
with a fair degree, of histrionic talent 
may be rejected, although physically 
fit in every other respect.

PARIS, Aug. 20.—It Is officially an- 


nounced that the Gorman communiuue 
of Thursday in which it was stated 
that French shells at St. Queutln "fired 
the presbytery, from 
whore 
the fire 


spread to the CathedraJ," 
Is untrue. 


The German communication, it declares, 
was meant to conceal a fresh atrocity, 
as the Germans long ago decided to 
destroy the cathedra], affirming some 
time ago French incendiary shells had 
struck the cathedral, tho palace of Jus- 
tice and the museum. 


When on July 9 the German press 
announced damage to the cathedral by 
the French artillery the French high 
command published orders against fir- 
ing on tho 
city, 
especially 
on 
the 
cathedral, and ordered that only the 
northern part of the city and the sub- 
urbs be shelled. After this order was 
issued fires and explosions were of dally 
occurrence in the city. 
Under the direction of Lieut. Baron 
von Hadelin, art historian attached to 
German headquarters, 
the 
cathedral 
was stripped of Its stained glass, the 
choir transept, the gothic rose windows 
and statues. 
The first lights of the fire that de- 
stroyed the cathedral were seen at 7 
p. m., Aug. 15*. and appeared to have 
come from the boll towor. At 8 a. m. 
the next day, the bells, turrets and en- 
tire roof were gone. 
The announcement 
concludes with 
the statement that 
"if 
the Germans 
cast on us the imbe'cile accusation of 
destroying a glorious part or our na- 
tional patrimony, 
It Is because they 
wish to justify their destructions 
at 
Rheinis, Solssons, Ypres and Arras."

"The emperor -well knows my

cal opinions, attract me to his side. 
Nevertheless, it Is impossible for me to 
understand in what manner I could be 
useful to him In mobilizing my army. 
The Mediterranean is at the mercy uf 
the united fleets of England and France 
which could destroy our navy and mer- 
chant marine, occupy our island 
and, 


above all, prevent concentration of my 
army, whtoh could be effected only by 
sea. In the absence of railway 
com- 
munications. Without it being in our 
power to be useful In any particular 
wo would bo wiped off the map. I am 
necessarily of the opinion that neutral- 
is Imposed upon us." 


Gottlieb von Jagow, 
then German 


foreign secretary, replied to Constantino 
that Bmperor William would 
under- 
stand tho necessity o£ maintaining neu- 
trality for the present. Ho advised 
Constantino to roach an understanding 
with Sofia and Constantinople.

'Some conception of the task which 
confronts the association in the prep- 
aration of schedules that will assure 
the prompt movement of these troops 
without interference with regular traf- 
fic may be gleaned from the fact that 
6229 cars, made up in S66 trains, with 
as many locomotives and train crews, 
are required to movo one field army 
of 80,000.

350,000 


soldiers of the National Guard to their 
training camps. This has already been 
started and will continue in llicroas' 
iug volume until all have been moved.'

All the existing situation in Russia-- 
the real situation. I mean, not the 
nightmares dreamed by tho Blue Line 
Boys—-is the natural result of the old 
regime or the forces that overthrow it- 
Take thi» matter of a. halt In the Rus- 
sian military activities. Here are some 
facts about that not generally known 
in this country and yet facts that ought 
to bo pondered by every American. 
To begin with, the Russian tempera- 
ment, which is warm, kindly, generous 
and sympathetic, stirred by the out- 
oiirst of enthusiasm caused by the rev- 
olution, threw the door wide open for 
what is called the German propaganda, 
and three-fourths of Russia's troubles 
aavo come from just that one source. 
The German propaganda—you don t 
well understand what that is unless you 
have been in Russia and seen it at work 
but In a general way it is the present 
attainable human limit In cunning, 
falsehood, tricWery and sinister, under- 
handed methods. 
It is an enormous organization, it has 
thousands of agents in Russia and thf 
United States, It is very ably directed 
and it works with tireless Industry.

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MARRIED MEN IN DRAFT 


It appears tl .. even 
with 
some 


exemption boa,..o mere is a tendency 
to make very harsh decisions against 
married men with families. 
Apart 


from the hardship of tearing a hus- 
band and father from his family, It 
is not fair to leave his family de- 
pendent upon relatives for support. 
As things go nowadays people of or- 
dinary circumstances have enough to 
do to support 
themselves 
without 


being made responsible for the sup- 
port of others, even if these happen 
to be the wives or children of broth- 
ers, sons or cousins drafled to the 
war. 
Besides, the father who will 


have to go to the front knowing that 
his family is dependent upon rela- 
tives, cannot feel that his", loved ones 
will be properly cared for. 
This 


matter of throwing the support of 
wife and children upon the relatives 
while the husband and father goes to 
the trenches is not justified at pres- 
ent. 
It might be necessary if we 


were raising .our second million men. 


It is gratifying to note that high 


authorities 
from 
President 
"Wilson 


down are opposed to any such policy. 
The president says married men with 
families dependent 
upon them 
for 


support should not be drafted, yet 
some exemption boards pursue a dif- 
ferent policy. 


Speaking on this very matter Di- 


rector of the Draft Conklln of New 
York said: 


"It is not the government's inten- 


tention to take men 
whoso wives 


would be forced to work for their liv- 
ing if their, husbands went to war. 
That is neither the spirit nor the 
letter of the law. 
The real aim is to 


see that the man whose wife has In- 
dependent means, or whose Income 
will continue in sufficient proportion 
to support the wife in his absence, 
does his duty." 


Judge Cohen, chairman of the joint 


district boards committee of tLis state, 
discussing the .same question said: 


"What the law Bays is not that all 


men having dependents should be ex- 
empt, but that only those are exempt 
who are in a status with respect to 
persons dependent on them for sup- 
port which renders their exclusion or 
discharge desirable. 
."For Instance, suppose a man 
Is 


married and his wife is incapable of 
earning her own living and has no 
separate means 
or 
property. 
The 


man. 
however, is possessed of much 


wealth, and. although he is drafted, 
his wife will be liberally supplied with 
all the luxuries of 
life 
during 
his 


absence. 
No such man should be 


exempt." 


These interpretations of 
the 
law 


are very different from those of the 
boards 
that 
conjured up the idea 


that if a man having. a family, earns 
?18 per week or less he should ho 
drafted as his earnings will net that 
sum for his family. 
Is there any 


certainty that in such a case the fam- 
I'y would get the money earned by 
the husband during 
service 
in 
the 


army? 


If the family failed to receive this 


money who would support it? 
If the 


head of the family were killed his pay 
would stop and the scheme of this 
zealous exemption board would make 
the family of such a soldier a charge 
on his town or city. 


The exemption board In Boston that 


made up its quota without drafting a 
single married man has shown good 
judgment. 
The district 
covers 
the 


congested portion of the North End 
and Is made up mostly of poor people 
with large families. 
To take away 


the husband 
of any 
such 
family 


would not only leave the children In 
many cases dependent upon charity, 
but would cause them to bo scattered 
and to grow up without 
the 
care, 


direction and discipline which a fath- 
er is expected to exercise 
for 
the 


benefit of his family. 
The mere con- 


sideration of support in such cas?s 
is not the only one that should en- 
gage 
the 
attention 
of 
exemption 


boards.

This Is the third of tho articles writ- 


ten by Charles Edward Russell, staff 
writer for The Sun, who spent three 
months In Russia as a member of the 
official Root commission appointed by 
President Wilson. These articles con- 
tain the fruits of Russell's observations 
in his dual capacity as reporter and 
government investigator. 


If you are an American, of course you 


hope that Russia will bo active and 
strong on the battle line, delivering a 
punch for the allies. 
Sometimes it looks from the day's 


news as if Russia was about all in and 
had no more punch to deliver. 
But let me tell you something about 


that. 
The case o£ Russia is never so bad as 


It is painted. You can always discount 
about 71 per cent of all the gloom and 
old blue stuff you read about it. 
In the next place, for what is left of 


actualities gone wrong there is always 
a perfectly good reason, and when you 
come to know it you see that nothing 
could be otherwise and there isn't much 
to worry about. 
All the existing situation in Russia— 
the real situation, 1 mean, not the 
nightmares dreamed by the Blue Line 
Boys—is the natural result of the old 
regime or the forces that overthrew it. 
Take this matter of a halt in the Rus- 
sian military activities. Here are some 
facts about that not generally known 
in this country and yet facts that ought 
to bo pondered by every American. 
To begin with, the Russian tempera- 


ment, which Is warm, kindly, generous 
and sympathetic, stirred by the out- 
burst of enthusiasm caused by the rev- 
olution, threw The door wide open for 
what is called the German propaganda, 
and three-fourths of Russia's troubles 
have come from just that one source. 
The German propaganda—you don't 
well understand what that is unless you 
have been in Russia and seen it at work 
but in a general way it is the present 
attainable human limit in cunning, 
falsehood, trickery and sinister, under- 
handed methods. 
It Is an enormous organization, it has 


thousands of agents in Russia and the 
United States, it is very ably directed 
and It works with tireless industry. 
Its object is by covert 
agitations, 


schemes and press control to save Ger- 
many from the defeat that awaits her 
on the battlefield. 
In the United States it manifests It- 
self by starting slogans and instituting 
demands, cunningly calculated to em- 
barrass the country and hamstring- the 
government, such as "Tell Your Peace 
Terms!" and "Our Liberties Are in Dan- 
ger!" In Russia it took immediate ad- 
vantage of the strong, generous, benev- 
olent emotions aroused by the revolu- 
tion to preach the doctrine that tho 
Germans were tho Russian's loving lit- 
tle brothers and would you really so 
out to shoot your brother that loves 
you so? 
Spread It Thick 


This did an immense amount of harm. 


They spread the Hub-dub thick over all 
Russia, and mlUions there were that 
fell for it. 
The Germans own newspa- 
pers, presses, news bureaus, distribut- 
ing agencies, men, women 
and ma- 


chines In every part of Russia. 
They 
made the country resound with the agi- 
tation for peace and good will to mur- 
derers. 
I will give you an illustration. There 


is in Petrograd a great level 
sandy 
plain called the Field of Mars, formerly 
the drill and parade ground for aol- 
dlers. 
It Is now the free speech ex- 
change and mammoth safety valve for 
all the oratory and hot air in Russia. 
On any Sunday you can find there from 
BO to 100 meetings In full blast, orators 
splitting the innocent air 
with 
fiery 
darts of eloquence and 
thousands of 
amateurs getting from their ohests the 
thoughts that have 
oppressed 
thorn 


these many years. 
There, also. I have seen the German 
agents at work by the scores, coins 
from meeting to meeting, preaching se- 
dition and Iho lovely traits of the men 
that put Edith Cavell to death. 
"Why should we fight the Germans: 


is the burden of their song 
"The Ger- 
man worklngmen are our brothers. Let 
us make war against the capitalists In 
all nations but let the Russian work- 
ingmen and the German workingmen 
bo a band of brothers together. 
We 
have shed enough blood for the capi- 
ta.lists that made this war merely for 
their own profits. Let «s throw down 
our arms and refute to flsht any longer 
against our brethren." 


Defnme Uncle Sam
